Class History

At the close of our Christmas vacation, we returned with Glenn Allen, pilot ; 
Shirley Pressey, co-pilot; Dorcas Caron, secretary; Joe Curtis, treasurer; Aileen 
Goodheart and Louis Kachavos, Student Council members. We bailed out in 
purple and white parachutes and settled down to finish our Freshman year. 

The first class meeting of our Sophomore year was devoted to electing 
officers. The only changes in our crew were our pilot, Paul Curtis and our 
Student Council members, Pauline Marquis and Johnny Seavey. 

In October, we sponsored our first dance, a Halloween Party. Everyone 
came in costume, including the orchestra. 

The year went quickly and we were soon on our way back for our Junior 
year. Our crew had changed somewhat. They were as follows: Paul Curtis, 
pilot; Shirley Pressey, co-pilot; Dorcas Caron, secretary; Ramona Tinkham and 
Robert Laney, Student Council. 

We ordered our rings early in October, but we didn’t receive them until our 
Senior year. 

As we couldn’t buy purple crepe paper to decorate the Academy Hall for our 
Junior Prom, we used the school colors and decorated in honor of St. Valentine.
